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Coin toss determines acting Judge/Executive

Magistrate Ricky Deweese will 
ring in the New Year as Hickman 
County’s acting Judge/Executive 
after a coin toss in Monday 
morning’s Hickman County Fiscal 
Court meeting selected him over 
Magistrate Harold Jackson. 

Hickman County Judge/Executive 
Greg Pruitt explained that while the 
current term doesn’t officially expire 
until 11:59 p.m. on January 4, he 
and Magistrate Tommy Roberts have 


submitted resignations effective 
at midnight on New Year’s Eve. 
Since the county cannot go five days 
without a judge/executive, one of 
the remaining magistrates (Deweese 
and Jackson) would have to serve as 
acting judge/executive. Jackson and 
Deweese decided to settle the matter 
over a coin toss, an option they chose 
instead of a wrestling match, which 
was suggested by some present. 

The coin toss landed in Deweese’s 
favor. Roberts then made a motion to 
select Deweese to serve as the acting 


judge during the vacancy. 

Judge/Executive-elect Kenny 
Wilson and magistrates-elect Kory 
Naranjo, Henry Cole, and Irvin 
Stroud will take office and begin 
their terms on January 5. 

Judge Pruitt said that he will be 
available if there is an emergency 
during the vacant period. 

During the meeting, Gaye Bencini 
asked about the fiscal court’s role in 
the Trail of Tears signage that has 
recently been erected along some 
roads in Hickman County. Judge 


Pruitt explained that Kentucky Great 
River Road Organization, which is 
funded through annual contributions 
from Fulton, Hickman, Carlisle, and 
Ballard Counties, applied for and 
received a National Scenic Byways 
grant for $150,000, and that part of 
these funds were used to erect the 
signage. The fiscal court did not 
contribute directly to the signage 
project. He said he has received 
one call from someone who had a 
concern about the signs, and several 
calls from residents who were 


ecstatic about the signs and what the 
Trail of Tears designation means to 
the area. 

Judge/Executive-elect Kenny 
Wilson informed those present that 
the new fiscal court’s first meeting 
will be held on Monday, January 
5, at 9 a.m. at the county judge’s 
office. Wilson said that the court 
will decide on a regular meeting 
schedule during that meeting, and 
that his goal is to schedule meeting

ORDINANCE 2014-11-02 


AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF CLINTON, KENTUCKY CREATING §94.06 OF CHAPTER 94 
“LITTERING” OF THE CODE OF ORDINANCES OF THE CITY OF CLINTON, KENTUCKY PROVIDING 
FOR THE PLACEMENT AND REMOVAL OF SIGNS, REPEALING ALL CONFLICTING ORDINANCES; 
AND PROVIDING FOR SEVERABILITY AND EFFECTIVE DATE. 

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF CLINTON, KENTUCKY AS 
FOLLOWS: 

Section 1. That §94.06 of Chapter 94 of the Code of Ordinances of the City of Clinton, Kentucky shall 
be created to read as follows: 

§94.06 PLACEMENT AND REMOVAL OF SIGNS 

(A) GENERAL REGULATIONS: Signs may be placed on private property for specific 
time periods, subject to the following regulations: 

(1) No sign shall be placed on any post or pole, including utility pole or traffic sign 
pole. 

(2) No sign shall be placed on any public right of way, street or sidewalk. 

(3) No sign shall be placed on City Property unless there is express permission 
given by the Mayor or the event is a City sponsored event. 

(4) No sign shall be placed in a location or position that obstructs any view for traffic 
or pedestrians. 

(B) Garage and Yard Sale Signs 

(1) Garage and yard sale signs are ONLY allowed on private property. Signs may be 
placed in yards, but permission of the property owner or occupant is required. 

(2) All garage and yard sale signs must have the time, date and place of the sale. If 
the signs do not have the complete information they may be subject to removal. 

(3) Garage and yard sale signs may be posted one week prior to the event and 
must be removed within forty eight (48) hours after the event ends. 

(4) Signs should be no larger than ordinary poster paper, 24” x 36”. 

(5) Signs posted during other time periods or larger than 24” x 36” may be subject 
to removal. 

(C) POLITICAL SIGNS 

Political signs during election season must comply with all requirements under 

Section (A) above and must be removed by the candidate or a designee within forty eight (48 

hours after the election. 

(D) FESTIVAL AND SPECIAL EVENT SIGNS 

Signs posted to promote festivals and other special events must comply with all require 
ments under Section (A) above and must be removed by the event sponsor or a designee 
within forty eight (48) hours after the event. 

Section 2. All ordinances in conflict herewith are to the extent of such conflict hereby repealed. 
Section 3. The provisions hereof are severable, should any section of part of this ordinance be invalid 
such invalidity shall not affect the remaininbg portions hereof. 

Section 4. This ordinance shall be in full force and effect after its second reading and publication as 
provided by law.

Given second reading the 1st day of December, 2014.

The truth about elderly motorists 


The American Automobile As¬ 
sociation says most seniors are 
safe drivers, themselves, and that 
they are in favor of measures to 
ensure that elderly drivers are fit 
for the road.

In fact, says AMAC, the study 
shows that “nearly 90 percent of 
older drivers (65 and older) re¬ 
ported no crashes in the last two 
years and that 90 percent of older 


drivers reported no moving viola¬ 
tions.” 

“Even though public percep¬ 
tion tends to unfairly characterize 
seniors as a menace on the road, 
these findings indicate that older 
Americans tend to support poli¬ 
cies to keep themselves safer be¬ 
hind the wheel, “ says Peter Kiss¬ 
inger, President and CEO of the 
AAA Foundation.”

T he winter of 2013-2014 
was a very harsh, cold 
and difficult winter, and 
did significant damage 
to our county road system. 
While we are all aware that this 
kind of weather is damaging to 
the roads, we, sometimes, don’t 
realize how damaging until the 
road department gets back out 
into the field and begins to do 
normal annual maintenance. 

With that in mind, I want 
to say thank you to the fiscal 
court and the employees at 
the Hickman County Road 
Department for their collective 
work in getting a great deal of 
work done on our county roads 
in 2014. Please let me share 
just a little with you about this 


work. 

1. We conduct an annual chip 
and seal operation, intended to 
protect and maintain our roads. 
During this year’s operation, we 
purchased and utilized 10,069 
tons of white rock and 13 
tankers of oil (each tanker of oil 
provides enough for 17 trucks of 
rock) to conduct the biggest and 
most expensive chip and seal 
operation ever in the county. 
And before chip and seal could 
begin, it was necessary to 
purchase and apply 800 tons of 
coal mix to potholes and other 
damaged places on those roads. 
As always, we were not able to 
seal every road we would have 
liked to have sealed. Many of 
the roads had to be double or 
triple sealed. Our hope is that 
the coming winter will not be 
as harsh and allow the county 
to catch up more next summer. 

2. In addition to chip and seal, 
our annual gravel operation 
is important as well. We 
have fewer gravel road miles 
than ever before; however, it 
does take time and money to 
maintain those as well. During 
2014, we purchased and spread

11,719 tons of gravel on those 
roads, hoping and intending to 
provide the best transportation 
possible on those roads. 

3. Right of way mowing 
- It is our intention to keep 
Hickman County road right- 
of-ways as mowed and clean 
as possible. Years ago, it 
was a good summer to get 
all the right-of-ways mowed 
at least twice. We now have 
sufficient tractors and mowing 
equipment, which allowed us in 
the summer of 2014 to get all 
the county road right-of-ways 
mowed four times. In addition 
to the mowing, our county road 
prisoner work crew, along with 
county road employees, has 
picked up roadside litter for a 
total of 415 road miles in the 
county. We hope and believe 
this right-of-way mowing and 
litter pick up makes those right 
of ways cleaner and safer for 
everyone. 

4. Bridge replacement and 
maintenance - During 2014, 
we were able to complete three 
deck replacements and totally 
replace a fourth bridge. The total 
cost of these four projects was 
$372,232. We were able to get a 
$240,000 grant from KY DOT. 
This grant money paid for 65% 
of the total deck replacement 
and bridge replacement cost. 

5. County road paving - In 
2014, we were able to conduct 
both a spring and fall paving 
project. It has been our hope to 
pave as many chip and seal roads 
as possible, allowing for safer 
travel and better maintenance 
possibilities in the future. 
During 2014, we completed 
paving projects at a total cost 
of $617,292. We were able 
to secure from the Kentucky 
Department of Transportation 
grants in the amount of $557, 


966 to go toward these projects, 
or more than 90% of the total 
cost. 

In considering the bridge 
and paving projects together, 
the total cost was $989,524 
with $797,966 of that (or 
approximately 81%) paid for 
with grant dollars requested 
and received from Kentucky 
Department of Transportation. 
I want to thank Governor 
Beshear and the Kentucky 
Department of Transportation 
for their assistance in providing 
significant grant dollars toward 
our road work in 2014. 

In addition to all the road 
work completed, we have 
also purchased and installed a 
brine distribution system and 
new snow plough systems for 
three trucks. We hope to be 
able to minimize the damage 
to our roads even if we get 
the same kind of weather and 
precipitation as last winter. 

I guess everybody from time 
to time jokes about how easy a 
road department has it. All of 
us joke, when we come around 
a curve or over a hill and find 
a road department employee of 
any county or the state for that 
matter, that they don’t appear to 
be working too hard! However, 
when you look at all the work 
that has been done in Hickman 
County during the past year on 
our county road system, with 
eight full-time, two summer/ 
seasonal employees and a 
detention center work crew, it is 
obvious that none of these folks 
are taking it too easy. On behalf 
of the fiscal court, I want to 
thank all of them for a job very 
well done in 2014! I hope that 
you will do the same!

He continued to work as 
a sales representative at Agri- 
Chem until shifting his focus to 
selling crop insurance full-time 
in 2009. 

“I could tell that the industry 
was getting more and more 
complicated,” he said last 
Wednesday in a presentation 
to the Clinton Rotary Club. “I 
knew I would have to make the 
transition to full-time.”

has policies in 11 counties in 
Kentucky and Tennessee. Those 
policies range from grains to 
cotton to tobacco, with the bulk 
of his policies focusing on corn, 
wheat, and soybeans. 

Roberts’ office is staffed by 
Kristy Stahr, who he says is 
invaluable to his operation. 

Roberts has also served for 
multiple terms on the Hickman 
County Fiscal Court and served 
as chairman of the board of

officiating staff. Both offenses 
- a double dribble and a walk - 
happened directly in front of the 
referee. 

Lyon county continued 
their clock-running offensive 
strategy until Hickman County 
got possession with just over 
20 second left to play and 
a three-point deficit. Then 
something unusual happened. 
Lyon County, who had the lead, 
began intentionally fouling the 
trailing Falcons in the final 
seconds of the game. 

This unusual strategy 
was plausible for the Lions 
because throughout the course 
of the second half, they had 
accumulated few enough team 
fouls that these fouls did not 
send their opponents to the free 
throw line, as is common toward 
the end of the game, but only 
sent them back to the baseline 
to begin their possession again. 
With each inbound and ensuing 
foul, precious seconds ticked 
off the clock. 

The Falcons were eventually 
able to get the ball to Rayshun 
Shields who scored with a layup 
to bring the Falcons within one 
point with only seconds left to 
play. 

The Falcons fouled Lyon 
County’s Josh Wilkerson on 
the inbound. Wilkerson went 
to the charity stripe for his 
1-1 opportunity. The first shot 
bounced off the back of the rim 
and into the hands of Hickman 
County athletes. Then came the 
whistles. After several seconds 
of silence in the gym - no one 
seemed to know what was going 
on, including the officials - it 
was announced that the Falcons 
had committed a penalty on the 
free throw, entering the lane too 
early. 

Wilkerson got another shot, 
which he made. Then he got 
another one, which bounced off 
the rim. Lyon County players 
were able to put it right back 
up, where it fell through the 
hoop, extending the Lions’ lead 
to 58-54, which was the game’s 
final score. 


The story of the unbalanced 
officiating can be summarized 
by the free-throw opportunities 
extended to both teams. Both 
teams shot with relatively the 
same accuracy from the charity 
stripe - Hickman County shot 
50 percent while Lyon County 
shot 55 percent. The difference 
was quantity. Lyon County 
players were sent to the free- 
throw line 20 times, compared 
to four for the Falcons. 

The Falcons outscored 
the Lions in field goals (17 
buckets compared to 16) and 
from behind the arch (6 scores 
compared to 5 for Lyon County), 
leaving the unbalanced free- 
throw opportunities to make the 
difference in the game. 

The Falcons and Lady 
Falcons will host Mayfield 
tonight at 5 p.m., then both 
teams will travel to play district
